He has not 
reached a definite conclusion as to 
a naval program, but is inclined to 
believe that several additional cruis- 
ers will be authorized by the next 
Congress with. his approval. 

His views as to the Government 
entering upon another merchant ma- 
rine building program were inspired 
by the comments of Admiral: Jones 
and Representative Martin B. Mad- 
den, Chairman of the House Appro 
priation Committee, both of whom, 
upon their return last week from 
Europe, advocated an enlarged mer- 
chant marine as part of the Ameri- 
can navy in wartime.

“Filter Sets Out on Zigzag Course 
Scanning the Pacific.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug! 19.—‘‘Lone 
Star Bill’ Erwin hopped off 
from Oakland Airport this after- 
noon, determined to zigzag over the 
sea to Honolulu, scanning every inch 
of water for Mildred Doran, her two 
companions and the two men on the 
Golden Eagle. 

‘Twenty thousand persons raised a 
thunderous cheer as the Dallas Spirit 
pointed toward the ocean and then 
went roaring 100 miles an hour out 
over the Golden Gate. 

Mildred Doran and the pilot and 
navigator of her biplane, John Auggy 
Pediar and Villas R. Knope, and the 
monoplane, Golden Eagle, with Pilot 
John W. Frost and Gordon Scott, 
navigator, had been down at least 
forty-eight hours as darkness closed 
in tonight, all aeronautic authorities 
agreed. 

*“If we get off the ground we'll be 
long gone,” said ‘“‘Lone Star Bill,” 
as he and his navigator, Alvin H. 
Eichwaldt, stepped into the cockpit 
of the Dallas Spirit. 

At 2:10 P. M. Erwin began to warm 
up the motor. At 2:15 the Dallas 
Spirit started down the runway. At 

2216 it was gracefully off the ground 
at the 4,000-foot mark.

When we are within 300 or 
1400 miles of Hawaii we will head 
toward the Island of Oahu, on which 
Honolulu is situated.” 

“My opinion is that the Golden 
Eagle’s engine would not have gone 
dead after the ship had flown 1,000 
miles,”’ the flier continues. ‘“‘If it 
did n.. come down within 1,000 miles 
I believe the chances are that it 
would go somewhere near the Island 
of Hawaii. The biplane Miss Doran 
also should have remained in flight 
for a long distance with the quan- 
tity of fu:l it carried. 

“Of course, if we find many ships 
over the zig-zag lane we have picked 
we will alter our own course and look 
for the lost planes elsewhere.”’

the ship’s course, scan the water as 
far as the eye might reach and then 
dart back again.

Four seaplanes used the Aroostook 
as a floating airport, and they did 
similar scout duty as the trail over 
which Miss Doran and her compan- 
ions and Frost and Scott set out to 
travel was retraced mile by mile. 
Two Coast Guard cutters, the 
Shawnee and Cahokia, pursued the 
search as far as 200 miles from the

Six destroyers took up the hunt 
from the 2,000-mile mark and were 
operating westward. 

Three submarines were heading 
this way from Honolulu, while a 
squadron of undersea craft, while a 
twenty strong, was nosing in and out 
of every little bay and inlet among 
the countless islands, isles and islets 
of the Hawaiian Archipelago. 
Meanwhile some score freight and 
passenger steamers bound in either 
direction between the Pacific Coast 
and ports in the South Seas were 
keeping a lookout for stranded planes 
and floundering rubber lifeboats by 
day and for signal flares by night. 





Ideal Weather Aids Hunt. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19 — 
Ideal weather over the broad expanse 
of the Pacific Ocean between the 
+mainiand and Hawaii tonight offered 
the greatest hope for the safety of 
Miss Mildred Doran, “flying school 
teacher’’ of Flint, Mich., and the 
four men fliers who have been miss- 
ing since shortly after the start of 
the Dole air race to Honolulu Tues- 
day. 

Along the great circle course taken 
by the Dole racers the weather was 
reported excellent, with a prospect of 
a smooth sea for three or four days 
longer. This, it was felt, might per- 
mit the inflated rubber lifeboat car- 
ried by the Miss Doran, which bore 
J. A. Pedlar of Flint, Mich., pilot: 
Lieutenant V. R. Knope, U. 8S. N.., 
navigator, and the woman pas 
senger, to remain afloat while the oc- 
cupants sent up smoke flares by day 
and rockets by night in the hope of 
attracting rescuers. 

The Golden Hagle, with John W. 
Frost of New York as pilot and Gor- 
don Scott of Santa Monica as navi- 
gator, was equipped to land on the 
water and ride out ordinary seas for 
an indefinite period. 

The Miss Doran could not remain 
afloat longer than twenty-four hours, 


in the opinion of aviation experts 
here. This would have put the occu- 
pants of the plane out into the rub- 
ber lifebot about Thursday noon, 
saeuming eas the eae ae un- 
gasol e supply was ex usted.

Zarich Conference Hears Rabbi 
Wise Plead for Cooperation 
Between East and West.

ZURICH, Switzerland, Aug. 19.— 
The Conference of Jewish Rights 
after a prolonged debate today ac- 
cepted proposals of the Organization 
Committee for the creation of a new 
body to supersede the committee of 
Jewish delegations, dating from 
Paris peace conference days. 

The new body, called the Council 
on the Rights of Jewish Minorities, 
is open to all organizations. con- 
cerned with the defense of these 
rights, all parliamentarians elected 
on Jewish platforms and all Jewish 
national organizations representative 
of the populations of various lands. 

Geneva is to be the seat of the 
newly constituted council, which is to 
be elected by a world conference bi- 
ennially. 

The need of a new organization 
which would stand for close coopera- 
tion between Western and Eastern 
Jews and shirtsleeve diplomacy was 
urged by Rabbi Stephen S. Wise in 
an eloquent address. He said: 

"The safeguarding of rights is not 
a boon to be conferred but a respon- 


sibility to be shared. There are no 
bars, save timidity or pride, to con- 
sultation and cooperation between 
the Jews of the East and the West. 
Charity relief is not enough. We 
cannot rest satisfied with the low 
pragmatism of millions for distribu- 
tion but not one hour for consulta- 


tion.’’

“The time now has come to son- 
sider how quicker progress may be

could have conjured. 

The Acht Uhr. Abendblatt, which 
cannot be considered radical in its 
views, brands the Supreme Court de- 
cision as ‘‘a victory of barbarism’’ 
and prints a cartoon of Death oer 
ing his scythe to Governor ller 
and saying, ‘‘I surrender my office 
to you, dear Fuller, since could 
have killed Sacco and Vanzetti only 
once, while you have had them die 
seven times.”’ 

Among jurists there is a feeling 
that the chusetts court system 
which allows the same Judge who 
passed sentence to review a case is 
a great error. The Berliner Tage- 
blatt, a Republican organ, believes 
the Judges are holding to their find- 
ings through hardheadedness rather 
than conviction. 

‘The American judicial powers,”’ 
says the Tageblatt, ‘“‘hold fast to a 
miscarriage of justice with a stub- 
bornness which to the layman defies 
every psychological explanation. The 
whole world see the affair as the 
crassest and most barbaric judicial 
murder.’’ 

One of the most important demon- 
strations held tonight under the 
auspices of the Reds was in the Her- 
renhaus, which was formerly the 
House of Lords for the Kingdom of 
Prussia under the Empire. As a mat- 
ter of tradition, meetings of a radical 
nature had never been held there, 
and it was the first time the follow- 
ers of Moscow could float their red 
banners within its stately halls. The 
fact that the demonstration to save 
the two Italians was not considered 
a political party affair was the rea- 
son 2 for lending the building 
for this purpose. 

Hamburg, Cologne, Hanover, Leip- 
sic, Halle and other cities all report 
protest assemblies against the court’s 
findings, with appeals for pardon 
for the convicted men, and through- 
out all the Reich the same tone pre- 
vailed. There is a feeling that Judge 
Thayer would rather tee the men 
put to death than admit that he 
failed to adjvdge the case aright. 


Trade Unionists File Protest. 


BERLIN, Aug. 19 @).—Late street 
editions of the Berlin newspapers 
displayed dispatches telling of the 


refusal of the Massachusetts Su- 
oe Court to grant a writ of error 
Sacco and Vanzetti. The Berlin 
trade unonists, in a protest to the 
American Embassy, declared that the 
tortures of medieval times were mild 
compared with those of the Amer- 
ican ‘“‘so-called justice, which sub- 
jects the victims to mental agony in 
addition to death.’’ 

The Communists call upon the Ger- 
man proletariat to ‘“‘strike a blow’’ 
for the condemned men, display post- 
ers accusing the German bourgeoi- 
sie of playing the game of ‘‘American 
murder-justice’’ because ‘‘they want 
to introduce the system of Fuller and 
Thayer here.”’ 

‘The anti-Semite Deutsche Zeitung 
makes no plea for the prisoners, but 
seizes the occasion to print a anti- 
Jewish article, saying it has been dis- 
covered that Sacco is a Jew. 
The Vossische Zeitung urges that 
the men be pardoned, declaring that 
their guilt has not been proved con- 
clusively. ' 

“The ancient principle customary 
in the administration of justice in 
civilized nations, ‘to give the benefit 
of the doubt,’ should be applied in 
the case of the irreparable execution 
of a human being,’’ says the paper. 


DISAPPROVES SACCO STRIKE 


Union Head Says Hard Coal Miners

BRITISHLABOR PLANS 
LAST SACCO APPEAL 


Great Demonstration This Week 
Called in Response to Cable 
From America. 


LIBERAL PRESS SURPRISED 


Daily News Declares That No Other 
Country Would Now Carry. 
Out Sentence.

LONDON, Aug. 19.—While . the 
more conservative section of the 
British press is devoting compara- 
tively little space editorially to the 
decision of the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Court refusing a new trial to 
Sacco and Vanzetti, the Liberal and 
Labor organs profess great surprise 
and disappointment and in response 
to a cabled appeal from Oswald Gar- 


rison Villard, the editor of The Na- 
tion, are urging all sible action 
by British forces to bring pressure 
to bear on Governor Fuller. 

“Only renewed pressure and de- 
mands for justice by the world’s 
workers can prevent the conclusion 
on Monday at midnight of the seven 
years’ process of injustice,’’ declares 
The Dailv Herald, the London Labor 
organ. ‘This is realized not only 
by the defense in America but by 
British leaders as well. 

“This week-end there will be made 
a demonstration demanding justice 
on a greater scale than ever. In 
every country in the world the work- 
ers will declare that Sacco and Van- 
zetti must not die.”’ 

In a telegram to The Daily Herald 
H. G. Wells says: 

“The deliberate "murder of Sacco 
and Vanzetti will be the blackest 
crime in history.’’ 

Chairman F. O. Roberts of the 
British Labor Party said: 

AI regret the decision. I had hoped 
that the world-wide appeal would 
have moved those responsible. The 
fulfillment of the sentence stains the 
record of justice.’’ 


Mine Workers Protest Sentence. 


Herbert Smith, President of the 
British Miners’ Federation, issued a 
statement that the mine workers 
‘‘protest against the miscarriage of 
justice in the Sacco-Vanzetti trial 
and urge their liberation,’’ while 
Ben Tillett of the General Council of 
the Trades Union Congress declares, 
‘‘This decision of the Supreme Court 
can only react upon America as a 
dishonor to the whole nation.”’ 

The Daily News says in an edi- 
torial: 

‘“‘The dismissal of petition in the 
Sacco-Vanzetti appeal will be heard 
with surprise and disappointment by 
most Englishmen. Both may be un- 
justified: on the points of law raised 
the four Judges may probably be 
right. The fact which no American 
who cares for his country’s repute 
in the eyes of strangers can afford 
to disregard is that much more than 
any int of law is now involved in 
the fate of these two obscure indi- 
viduals. 

“It is certain that in no other civ- 
ilized country would these men, after 
what has savage” Wy put to death. 
To foreigners ir execution will 
now merely be an act of barbarism. 
What possible reason or weight can 
there possibly be for deliberately de- 
stroying for such a cause America’s 
moral prestige in the world?’’ 


Liberal Paper Advocates Reprieve. 


The Westminster Gazette, another 
Liberal paper, takes the view that 
while the Communist agitation un- 
doubtedly makes it more difficult for 
the Massachusetts authorities to 


grant a reprieve, such a course is 
highly commendable. 

“Whatever Senator Borah may 
think of foreign interference in the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case,’’ says The Ga- 
zette, ‘‘it must at least be recognized 
that the plight of these unhappy 
ae has aroused world-wide atten- 

on,”’ 

The editorial declares that while 
no one can have a desire to interfere 
with the judicial system of ancther 
country, the same merciful procedure 
which led to the adoption of the elec- 
tric chair suggests that judicia) pro- 
cedure should not be capable of being 
turned into an instrument of torture 

John Galsworthy, commenting on 
the case tonight, said: 

“To keep the men, whether inno- 
cent or guilty, under the torture of 
a death sentence for seven years and 
then to execute them will shock the 
conscience of the world. If she does 
this, America will do herself harm.’”’ 

A mass demonstration is being 
planned by Communist organizations 
for Monday at the American Consul- 
ate and another huge demonstration 
is planned tor Hyde Park at 7 o’clock 
on Monday night.

GANGSTERBOMBWRECKS 
PHILADELPHIA SALOON 


Shatters Windows for a Block— 
Can of Explosive Is Found 
Under Pittsburgh Bridge.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 19.—A sa- 
loon was wrecked, eight persons in a 
house next door were thrown from 
their beds and windows in every 
dwelling in the block were shattered 
at 3:30 o’clock this morning by a 
bomb believed to have been hurled 
by a member of a gang of local ‘‘ter- 
rorists.”” The police failed to link 
the explosion with Sacco-Vanzetti 
sympathizers. 

Two arrests were made after James 
J. Tracey, a former pugilist and 
owner of the. bombed saloon, at 3017 
North Twenty-second Street, had 
characterized the explosion as an 
act of revenge by a group of sworn 
enemies. He said he had earned the 
enmity of a “‘black hand’’ gang by 
seeking to protect Italian - residents 
of the district who had been victim- 
ized regularly through intimidation 
methods. 

The bomb was placed in an alley 
next to the saloon and two members 
of the gang stood at a near-by van- 
tage point until it had exploded, 
then they emptied revolvers at two 
youths who were mending a motor 
tire about fifty feet away and es- 
caped in a taxicab. 

he men arrested are Pasquale di 
Petro and Carmelo Montalbano. 
Tracey arrested Montalbano in a 
crowd standing across the street 
from the wrecked saloon and se- 
verely pummeled the prisoner before 
the police could rescue him. The 
saloonkeeper declared he was the 
leader of the gang that had threat- 
ened him. 


PITTSBURGH, Aug. 19 (#).—An at- 
tempt to blow _up a bridge on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad was made 
early today, railroad officials report- 
ing that a can containing three 
quarts of nitro-glycerine had been 
found under a span at Mayview, a 
local suburb. he discovery was 
made after a small explosion had 
damaged a freight car passing over 
the bridge.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 19.—The case 
of the deportation of Joseph De 
Courcy, New Yorke Times Corre- 
spondent, came into the limelight 
again this evening through a decla- 
ration from an official of the For- 
eign Ministry who stated that the 
expulsion last week of the corre- 
spondent was a matter purely within 
the purview of the police. He added 
that representations were in fact 
made by the American Embassy re- 
garding the treatment given Mr. De 
Courcy, but that the department had 
been unable to take them into con- 
sideration for the reason stated. 
Some well-informed observers here 
see in this statement the end of the 
matter as regards the Mexican side 
of the case. This view is supported 
by a further observation of the of- 
ficial mentjoned to the effect that 
many Mexicans are periodically ex- 
pelled from the United States and 
that Mexico has never protested 
against the sovereign right of Wash- 
ington to’ remove persons considered 
undesirable. 
Article XXXITII. of -the Mexican

DIAGNOSE TROUBLES 
WE HAVE IN MEXICO 


Lawyers and Professors of Two 
Countries Confer There on 
‘Sources of Difficulties. 


ECONOMIC, SOME HOLD 


Inman Says There Will Always Be 
People -Here to Redeem -Land 
Whose Sins Are Oil and Gold.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 19.—A series 
of round-table conferences on Mexi- 
can-American relations is being held 
here between United States :profes- 
sors and economists and representa- 
tives of the University of Mexico 
and others prominent in the public 
life of this republic. Following the 
end of the Summer classes at the 
National University, which are al- 
ways attended by many American 
students and university professors, 
Dr. Pruneda, head of the university, 
initiated the conferences, at which 
addresses are being given on pre- 
vailing conditions and the difficulties 
between the two republics. 

What is regarded as one of the 
most important topics on the pro- 
gram, namely, the basic causes of 
the existing difficulties, was dis- 
cussed yesterday. 

Dr. Samuel Guy Inman, Executive 
Secretary of the Committee on Co- 
operation in Latin America, repre- 
senting twenty-seven missionary 
boards, was the first speaker. His 
opening observation was: 

*‘Mexico has four capital sins—pe- 
troleum, gold, silver and copper—and 
so long as they exist there will al- 
ways be in the United States evange- 
lists ready for any sacrifice to re- 
deem this sinning country from its 
faults.’’ 


Calls Pocket Vital Spot. 


In discussing whether Mexican- 
American differences arose from lack 
of knowledge of the problems and 
points of view of both countries or 
substantial differences of national 
psychology and economic interests, 
Dr. Inman said that the principal 
causes of conflict or disagreement 


were economic in character. It did 
not matter how idealistic people 
were, when the pocket of any coun- 
try was affected that was when its 
most sensitive and most sacred spot 
was touched, he declared. 

As long as the United States was 
a manufacturing country and Mexico 
counted on raw materials only there 
would be difficulties, although spir- 
itual factors might seek to dissimu- 
late them, he added. 

Sanchez Ponton, a lawyer, discus- 
sing the Mexican viewpoint, reduced 
the question to two cardinal points, 
namely, ‘‘causes of difficulties hav- 
ing their origin in the proximity of 
the two countriés, and causes inher- 
ent from the developments of the 
two peoples.’’ 


Sees Contrast in Peoples. 
The speaker spoke of the develop- 


| ment of the United States from -for- 


mation of the Colonies, which, he 
said, found it necessary to combine 
to protect their mutual interests, and 
spoke of the — of an atmos- 
phere of social equality which, he 
added, generated into a strong de- 
mocracy. 

He went on to say that the United 
States was a totally distinct entity 
from Mexico. The Spanish con- 
querors of the latter, without ex- 
terminati the mechan Panag 9 In- 
dian, failed to assimilate him, being 
content to reduce him to a condition 
of slavery.

‘There is a still greater 
difference in that the United States 
has had 150 years of national growth 
with only a short interval of disturb- 
ance, the War of Secession; while 
Mexico has had a similar period of 
continuous, unfruitful struggle to 
establish her nationality.

Harvard Professor Pessimistic. 


Dr. Clarence Harding of Harvard 
touched on arbitration as a remedy. 
He was pessimistic, holding that 
sources of misunderstanding would 
remain as long as Latin America

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 19. 
—Bishop Nicholai of Ochrida, head 
of the Organized Serbian Orthodox 
Church, in a lecture before the Insti- 
tute of Politics tonight characterized 
pacifists as superficial and declared 
that ‘‘any kind of peace is not better 
than any kind of war.’’ 

He declared that the pacifists 
meant well but forgot that the train- 
ing necessary for peace was long and 
the path to peace narrow. 

‘‘Let us not forget that the exact 
facts, or the reality of war and 
peace, are deeply rooted in human 
souls,”’ the Bishop continued. 
the spirit of man is intoxicated with 
the four poisons making for war— 
fear, greed, morbid ambition and re- 


venge—then it is of no avail to exam- 
ine man’s other capacity for peace.’’ 

Bisho Nicholai said that the 
Orient d become suspicious of all 
Western e proposals because it 
believed that the Christian nations of 
the Occident did not have the moral 
and spiritual principles upon which 
they could work out world peace. 

‘Tt is no secret,”’ he continued, 
‘‘that the Oriental nations think of 
the Western nations as superficial 
nations who are juggling all the time 
with materialistic schemes of formal 
re eae end temporary adjust- 
ments.’’ 


Sees Solution in Christianity. 


He said that the East appeared to 
overlook the fact that the Christian 
nations have in Christianity the most 
exalted spiritual principles of life. 
“‘with tested philosophy of war, with 
a whole science of e and with a 
system of training for peace,’’ which 
have been shown by 2,000 years’ ex- 
perience to be right and applicable to 
every individual and every nation. 

*“‘When the Western pacifists pro- 
pose any other scheme of world 
peace separated from or contrary to 
this charter of peace,”’ he went on, 
“they make themselves ridiculous 
and suspicious in both hemispheres. 

*“God’s people feel that the paci- 
fists’ easy schemes would lead to 
a corrupt e. Any kind of peace 
is not better than any kind of war. 
Sodum and Gomorrah did not per- 
ish in war, but in peace. A corrupt 
pene e is a nursery of wars and revo-

ns. Not any peace is the thin 
that mankind needs, but a ; 


which is a spiritual reality.” 

Bishop Nicholai said there would 
never be real world peace as long 
as Western pacifists offered ‘‘super- 
ficial materialistic schemes of 
peace,”” and as long as Oriental in- 
tellectuals failed to grasp the spir- 
itual —— of Christianity ‘‘be- 
hind the machinery and smoke of 
the busy West.”

British Labor’s Future Discussed. 


At the conference on the British 
Commonwealth, Malcolm MacDonald, 
son of former Premier Ramsay Mcc- 


Donald of the British Labor Party. 
admitted that the prospects. for the 
Labor Party were ‘‘not rosy red’’ at 
the next eral election. 

He prédicted that as a result of the 
general strike and coal stoppage last 
year the industrial tion of 
Great Britain was in such a state of 
mind that Labor would win 90 per 
cent. of the seats from the industrial 
districts in the House of Commons, 
which would mean an enormous r2zin 
in its repr tation. 

‘*However,’’ he admitted, ‘‘as one 
who. knows a little of the opinion at 

headquarters, I can say 
hey do not think that at the outside 
they can win more than two or three 
out of the 300 agricultural seats. 

‘(Labor now has only one of the 
more than 300 agricultural seats, 
which constitute a majority of the 
600 seats in the House of Commons. 
The Liberals will win some at the 
next election, but the vast majority 
will retain their allegiance to the 
Conservative Party.’’

the Liberal hold the balance 
of power Mr. d spoke de- 
preciatingly of the future of the Lib-

“The 6 gie for alternate rule in 
British politics during the next hun- 
dred years,’’ he went on, ‘‘is likely 
to be between a large Conservative 
Party and a large fakes Party, with 
no other serious competitor. This 
change amounts to a revolution in 
British politics, for the Labor Party 
brings a new radical philosophy into 
Government.”’ 


For Nationalization of Mines. 


If the Labor Party came into power 
again, he said, one of its first acts 
would be to select a committee to 


lan the immediate nationalization of 

e coal mines as the first step of a 
ual change from capitalism to 
socialism, but he emphasized that 
this would be done by parliamentary 
means and would be an evolutionary 
process. 

Lieutenant C. B. Gary, United 
States Navy Intelligence, asked Mr. 
MacDonald if the bor Party did 
not fear arousing a conflict between 
capitalism and socialism, or the So- 
cialist movement getting out of con- 
trol and using violent instead of par- 
liamentary methods. 

Mr. MacDonald replied that the 
struggle between capitalism and so- 
cialism had already been aroused and 
that the Labor Party was definitel 
on the side of socialism, but that it 
regarded the coming change as a nat- 
ural part of social evolution and 
wanted to make it as peaceful, as 
constitutional and as ‘‘British’”’ as 
possible. 

He admitted that the general strike 
last year was an illustration of the 
danger of violent rather than parlia- 
mentary methods of change, but ar- 
gued that the strike was such a fail- 
ure that it had defeated itself as that 
kind of peril. 


$,000 Missionaries Yet in China. 


At the Chinese round table, the 
Rev. A. L. Warnshuis of New York, 
Secretary of the International Mis- 


sionary Council, sald that the mis- 
sionaries in China had withdrawn 
from the interior on an extensive 
scale because of the advice of Amer- 
ican Consuls as a _  precautiona 
measure, and not because of the ani- 
mosity of the Chinese. 

He asse that the withdrawal 
did not mean the end of Chinese 
missionary work, but oy. a step 
in its further developmen 

Declaring that anti-Christian sen- 
timent was not as strong as su 
posed, he said that the unfavorable 
attitude on the part of the Chinese 
was chiefly toward the foreign con- 
trol of the missions and schools, and 
not against the missionary princi- 
ples and activities in themselves. 

The new problem of the mission- 
aries in China, he argued, was how 
to ve assistance without exerting 
control over Chinese institutions, of 
a normal force of 6,500 missionaries, 
he went on, about 3,000 remained 
today, chiefly concentrated in sea- 
ports and coast provinces. 

The round table on Latin American 
relations developed a discussion be- 
tween Professor William R. Shep- 
herd, the conference leader, and 
Commander John R. Shafroth, U. 8.

Professor Shephard _admit- 
ted that it had never happened, but 
said that fact did not preclude their 
re yan used for that purpose in the 
uture. 

Commander Shafroth replied that 
there was no reason to ieve that 
it would be done.

WANTS A NEW DRAL 


Anderson of Virginia Tells Insti- 
tute Negro There Should Be 
Taken Out of Politics. 


NO MENACE NOW TO WHITES 


They Want to Go Their Own Way, 
He Says, Without Seeking to 
Control Political Agencies.

York Times. 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., Aug. 
19.—_Henry W. Anderson of Rich- 
mond, Va., former Republican candi- 
date for Governor of Virginia and 
one of the best-known lawyers of the 
State, speaking at the Institute of 
Public Affairs today in advocacy of 
the ending of the “solid South,”’ 


practically repudiated all political 
connection between the Republicans 
and the negroes of the South. His 
address, which was received with 
applause in a well-filled auditorium, 
was taken here as an attack upon 
the Democratic ranks on a relatively 
new front. 

The negroes themselves realized 
that litical agitation reacted to 
their injury, he said, and were not 
seeking to control political agencies. 
Their opportunities, according to Mr. 
Anderson, iay in gradually taki 
over the control and supervision o 
their schools, building their own so- 
cial, industrial and religious organ- 
izations and expressing their civic 
me Ky cter in ‘‘every legitimate chan- 
nel.’’ 

The white people of the South, he 
insisted, must continue to ‘‘control 
and administer the agencies of gov- 
ernment’’ in accordance with the “‘in- 
stinct of racial self-preservation, 
which finds expression not only in 
the white races of Europe and Amer- 
ica but in all other races of the 
world, and yields to no argument.”’ 

The negroes, he went on, no longer 
constituted the danger which was 
once feared in the South, since their 
numbers had waned with migrations 
to the North. The negro population 
was in a *88 in only one State 
now, and in * the proportion 
of negroes had declined from 42 per 
cent. of the whole in 1880 to 27 per 
cent. at the present time. 

Emancipation of the colored people 
was a cruel test, he added, and it 
stood to their credit that ‘‘they came 
through the experience wi con- 
stantly improving relations between 
themselves and the dominant white 
race, and have remained a kindl ; 
tractable and conservative people. 


Assails South’s Election Laws. 


Mr. Anderson bitterly assailed the 
election laws of the South from pro- 
hibiting white people as wel) as 
colored from voting. The Virginia 
law made it possible for a registrar 
to put an unanswerable question to 
a potential voter and disqualify him 


for being unable to reply. 

ye ag the need of two political 
parties, he said: 

“This is not a party question but 
one involving the continued exis- 
tence of our civilization. All natural 
or social progress is the result of 
conflicting forces. So in the political 
life the existence of two ies, ex- 
press fundamental differences of 
politi views is necessary for the 
enlightenment of the people and the 
maintenance or development of the 
institutions of free government. 

‘*There are no political parties 
in the South today. The dominant 
party consists of office-holding oli- 
garchies in the several States, which 
dictate its policies and select its 
candidates, while the development of 
a minority is prevented by re- 
pressive and discriminatory laws. 

“The leaders in both litical 
parties and those in control of the 
national Government should cease to 
regard the solid South from the 
standpoint of mere partisan politics. 
They should see in this condition a 
problem of serious national import, 
resulting from certain definite 
causes and should seek to remove 
these causes where they still exist 
and remedy this condition by sympa- 
thetic and constructive treatment. 

‘This demands that they should 
rise above the limits of sectional or 
partisan politics; that they should 
seek to develop political indepen- 
dence in the South and should make 
the national Government in all its 
departments truly representative of 
all sections and al] interests of our 
common country.’’ 

Predicting the separation of the 
negroes from political matters, Mr. 
Anderson said: 


Solution of Race Problem. 


**They have realized that their fu- 
ture is not in politics and that po- 
litical agitation of the race question 
only reacts to their injury. They 
have thus abandoned any thought of 
control of political agencies and are 
devoting themselves to the task of 
improving their social and economic 
status and of building within the 
communities of which they are a 
part of their own separate social, 
economic and religious organizations.

Favors Some New Cruisers. 


At the present time he is indefi- 
nite about authorizing naval build- 
ing. In all his messages he has sug- 
gested the need of additional cruis- 
ers and submarines and it is be 
lieved that he will recommend some 
new cruisers in his message to the 
next Congress. 

Surveying the naval program, he 
finds that work on eight cruisers has 
been started in his Administration. 
He recommended the authorization 
of ten cruisers in the last Congress, 
but Congress rejected a ‘‘paper navy 
proposal and insisted.on appropriat- 
ing for the building of three already 
authorized. 

While he favored ten additional 
cruisers in the last Congress, it was 
said that he would not recommend 
such a program to the next Con- 
gress. e does not know what will 
be desirable. It may be greater or 
less. The President thinks that there 
will be some building of additional 
cruisers, but at present he has no 
particular number in view. 

The naval program would be. fur- 
ther along, it was asserted, if Con- 
gress adopted the President's 
pro and authorized ten addi- 
tional cruisers in the last session. 
The President would have put in the 

resent budget an appropriation. for 

ir building. He could easily ob- 
tain an appropriation for these addi- 
tional cruisers by getting an, authori- 
zation early in the coming Congress 
and provide an appropriation in a 
supplemental estimate. he will 
not do because he does not consider 
it a matter of emergency. He will 
recommend to Congress such appro- 
priations as are necessary to carry 
on cruiser work at a reasonable rate.

East Ties West in Their Annual’ Tennis Series

On Using a Lighter Golf Ball 





Since Jones Humiliated St. Andrews With His 285, Agitation for a 
Sphere That Will Cut Down Distance Is Being Advocated 
by Many Star Players and Experts.

When Bobby Jones took the meas- 
ure of the old St. Andrews course in 
winning the British open champlion- 
ship this year, it did more to bring 
the British into line on the ball ques- 
tion than anything else could have 
done in a thousand years. 

A few years ago President W. C. 
Fownes Jr. of the U. 8S. G. A. ad- 
vanced the opinion that the present 
ball was getting out of control. In 
other words, he felt that the present 
official ball yields far too much dis- 
tance and, because of that, is chang- 
ing the entire character of the game. 

He s d experimen with 
balls that, being lighter, would not 
travel quite so far as the present 
one is going and would call for more 
skill in the execution of shots. At 
the time President Fownes cherished 
the hope that the British would line 
up with him, but instead the British 
opposed any movement to alter the 
ball in any way. 


Gets Little Help Here. 


The matter was put before the 
golfers of the country and the vote 
was almost unanimous against any 
change for what Mr. Fownes be- 


lieved to be the better. 

Getting no *2 abroad and very 
little at home, Mr. Fownes sensed 
the direction of the wind and decid- 
ed that the time was not ripe. Little 
was heard regarding a new ball for 
some time. 

Now there has suddenly sprung up 
in Britain a movement that is sig- 
nificant. If the letters of golfers in 
British magazines are any criterion, 
then there are at least a few British

olfers who feel the same way Mr. 

ownes has felt for a long time and 
that is that something has to be done 
about it. 

Few have come out boldly in favor 
of changing the ball. Some have 
put it another way. They have 
started advocating that St. Andrews 
be plowed up and made into a golf 
course that will not be humiliated by 
any 285, whether made by Bobby 
Jones or any one else. 


Taylor Wants a Change. 
One of these is J. H. Taylor. Tay-

Nor would it be at all surprising to 
have the U. S. G. A. come out one 
of these fine days and declare that 
it has decided that it would regulate 
the ball. And if it does, there will 
be no half-way decision. It won't 
sey that a certain weight ball is to 
be played in the championships and 
let the matter ride there. It will make 
a sweeping change if it makes any, 
but it will date the decision suffi- 
ciently to give the ball manufactur- 
ers an opportunity to get ready. 

The ranks of those who believe the 
time ripe for a change are wing, 
for they feel that golf is no longer 
the game it was, but a new game in 
which driving and pitching figure 
too much.

STILL TO BE JUDGED. 


The decision of the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court on the motions be- 
fore it in the Sacco-Vanzetti case is 
much what was looked for. Counsel 
for the defendants fully expected it, 
and made in advance their prepara- 
tions for Turther recourse to a Fed- 
eral Judge. No one will dream of 
accusing the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court of not doing its duty as it saw 
it. The Judges were bound to give 
an opinion in accordance with the 
statutes of the State and with judi- 
cial precedents. It is not to be sup- 
posed that they could place them- 
selves in such Olympian aloofness as 
not to be aware of the humane as- 
pects of the case, or of the vast and 
keen interest which it has aroused. 
But as Judges under the law they 
had to put aside everything but a 
careful regard to the actual safe- 
guards of justice, and the established 
principles and rules governing crim- 
inal trials in Massachusetts. So do- 
ng, they were warranted in holding 
that the motions before them must 
ve denied, 

It is not criticizing the court to 

say that its decision leaves behind it 
certain lingering doubts. There is, 
or example, the doubt whether the 
defendants, if they had had more 
skillful and alert counsel, might not 
have presented their case to the 
higher courts in a way and at a time 
to secure the consideration now im- 
possible. It is doubtless perfectly 
legal to refuse to entertain a motion 
because it was made “too late,” or 
because other steps were taken not 
‘in compliance with the ordained legal 
procedure. But when human life is 
at stake, one shudders to think that 
neompetent legal advice may have 
inwittingly impaired the rights. of 
he accused men. The Supreme 
Sourt points out that the explicit 
-egulations governing appeals in 
sapital cases were adopted by the 
Legislature with the “plain inten- 
“tion to discourage and prevent un- 
“pn delay.” The court did 
not mean it so, but this reads very 
like a sardonic comment on the delay 
of more than seven years which has 
occurred in this particular case. 

A still graver doubt arises from 
the disposition by the Supreme Court 
of the charge that the trial Judge 
was so prejudiced against the defen- 
dants that they did mot enjoy their 
right to “ due process of law” under 
the Federal Constitution, or to trial 
by a Judge “as free, impartial and 
“ independent as the lot of humanity 
“will admit,” as provided in the 
Massachusetts Declaration of Rights.

“ conclude that the Judge was indis- 
“creet in conversation with outsid- 
“ers during the trial. He ought:not 
“to have talked about the case off 
“the bench, and doing so ‘was a 
“ grave breach of official decorum.” 

This is the admitted state of facts 
on the basis of which a final resort 
may be had to a Federal Judge. If 
in that way there is a single right 
of the convicted persons still left 
open, it ought to be jealously pre- 
served to’'them. If a writ of cer- 
tiorari should yet refer the case to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, that would not necessarily 
mean that the Federal court would 
in the end take a different view 
from the State court. But it would 
mean a stay of execution until Oc- 
tober and also would insure one 
more judicial review of this impor- 
tant point. We know not what will 
be done, but we are sure that if the 
last possible judicial protection were 
to be given to these two men, aliens 
and anarchists though they are, it 
would redound to the love of justice 
in the United States. As Senator 
BoRAH has justly said, we need pay 
no attention to foreign threats. 
Bombings at home we can despise. 
But we cannot fail to be anxious and 
troubled so long as there remains 
a doubt that American justice fails 
to grant their fullest rights to even 
the most repulsive and degraded of 
human beings.

THAT ANGLO-RUSSIAN “ WAR.” 

The story from London that Great 
Britain is strengthening the defenses 
of India against a possible invasion 
by the Russians need not be taken 
any more seriously than the fre- 
quent reports from Russia that 
Great Britain was preparing to unite 
the world in war against the poor, 
innocent Soviets. But it confirms 
the oft-questioned assertions that 
Soviet imperialism differs from 
Czarist not in objective but only 
in method. This fact has usually 
been overlooked by the American 
public, not accustomed to think in 
terms of empire. And yet if an ex- 
amination is made of Russia’s for- 
eign policy in Asia within the last 
eight years it will be seen that, as in 
the days of the Czars, the principal 
rivalry has been with Great Britain, 
and that most of the moves of the 
Soviets in the Near Hast, in China 
and in Middle Asia have had as their

of Asia. Her strength lies in her 
navy, which, as her representatives 
at the Geneva Conference repeatedly 
reminded us, has enormous lines 
of cammunication to protect. 

Herein lies the explanation of the 
old rivalry between Russia and 
Britain for the exclusive friendship 
of Persia and Turkey, and, inci- 
dentally, for the control of Iraq 
and Bagdad. These countries under 
control by a hostile Power could be 
used to cut Britain’s communica- 
tions with India. Incidentally, Per- 
sia at the same time flanks the Rus- 
sian line of advance on India by way 
of the strategic railroads which the 
Russians built during the two dec- 
ades prior to the World War. 

The truth of the matter is, how- 
ever, that there is little more likeli- 
hood of war between Russia and 
Britain about India than between 
Russia and Japan about Manchuria. 
Russia, undoubtedly, would welcome 
a war if she thought she might 
profit from it. The Soviet leaders 
have never hesitated to adopt the 
methods of the despised “ capital- 
ists” when it has been to their ad- 
vantage to do so. But Russia has 
neither the resources nor the men. 
Furthermore, Britair has no desire 
to go to war. All speculation about 
such a conflict is fruitless except as 
it throws light on details of the 
fundamental rivalry that has long 
existed between the Russians and 
British in Asia.

MR. VARE GOES THROUGH. 


The Vare slate for the forthcom- 

ing municipal election in Philadel- 
phia is reported to have been com- 
pleted by the selection of Judge 
JOHN MONAGHAN for District Attor- 
ney. The surprise expressed over 
this attempt of the beleaguered Sen- 
ator-elect to replace District Attor- 
ney Fox is tempered by the expla- 
nation that Mr. VARE was forced into 
it. He had, it is said, realized that 
the Senators in Washington who are 
to be the judges of the contest for 
his seat would be prejudiced by any 
move to replace Mr. Fox, who has 
been active in exposing ballot-box 
frauds in Philadelphia. But the 
friends of Judge MONAGHAN declined 
to take this into consideration, and 
the organization put it up to Mr. 
VARE so strongly that he had to 
yield. 
Whatever the facts behind the se- 
lection of Judge MONAGHAN, what- 
ever may be his qualifications, the 
act proves at least that the Philadel- 
phia Republican organization is bold 
and contemptuous of the growing 
feeling that city politics must be 
cleansed. Past attempts to sweep out 
the stables have not been impres- 
sive; when successful—as in the case 
of RUDOLPH BLANKENBURG — they 
have been only temporary. Now Mr. 
Moore, former Congressman and 
former Mayor, long a useful retainer 
of the late Boles PENROSE, is out for 
Mayor against Mr. MACKEY, the Vare 
choice. But prospects are not bright 
that he can do much. Possibly 
the plan to throw Mr. Fox out of 
office may arouse the inhabitants. 
Yet they are not noted for their pre- 
vious responses to the bugle-calls of 
the city’s defenders from the spoils 
system. 

It is more likely that the major 
effect of the Monaghan selection will 
be felt in Washington. The Senate is 
the judge of its own membership, 
and if the recounted ballots shall 
show evidence of fraud on a large 
scale the Senate can act on pre- 
sumptive corruption, without regard 
to whether enough votes are shown 
to have been affected to change the 
result. This was done in the Lorimer 
case. It is firmer ground than the 
argument that the Senate should 
deny Mr. VARE his seat because of 
the money spent by him to match 
the money spent by his Republican 
opponents. Pennsylvania electors had 
been made aware of that, yet elected 
Mr. VARE. Shall the Senate tell a 
State’s voters what they should have 
done?

Be- 
fore him R. D. WRENN was four 
times champion with a single year’s 
interval, and far back in the dawn 
of history R. D. Sears held un- 
broken sway for five years, from 
CHESTER A. ARTHUR’S into GROVER 
CLEVELAND’s Administration. Thus 
the tradition of sustained supremacy 
would seem to have maintained it- 
self despite the change from the old 
“soft” game to the present hurri- 
cane tactics. To help keep the Davis 
Cup in this country the generalissi- 
mos of tennis depend this year on 
the able right arm of W. M. JOHN- 
STON, who won his first national 
championship twelve years ago. Not 
more than one amateur golf veteran 
of that period of service now figures 
seriously in the highest flights of

HIGHER MUNICIPAL 
STANDARDS. 


Unkind thoughts concerning the 
city of the five boroughs are appar- 
ently not so universal in the great 
hinterland as is commonly repre- 
sented. At the Charlottesville Insti- 
tute of Public Affairs the other day 
there was no inclination to set New 
York City down as Babylon or some- 
thing else that is alien and undesir- 
able. When a professor from the 
University of Michigan declared that 
New York is now much better gov- 
erned than it used to be there was 
general acquiescence among the con- 
ference members from the South and 
the West. And when the same 
speaker proceeded to grade a num- 
ber of American cities in a good 
government scale New York received 
the degree of “ very much better”; 
almost a magna cum laude. 

It is a judgment which will be 
endorsed at Detroit, whose govern- 
ment was described by the same au- 
thority as “good,” and possibly ac- 
cepted at Boston, which has to be 
content with a “tolerable.” The ex- 
ceptions will come from Chicago and 
Philadelphia, which are “still very 
bad.” Here at home there will be 
no inclination to quarrel with so just 
and able a critic. At most, questions 
will be asked. What test for good 
government was employed? And 
does the verdict refer to the current 
administration or to a longer trend? 
New Yorkers should not expand their 
chests unduly. Such improvement as 
they have registered would seem to 
be part of a nation-wide lift in 
municipal standards. JAMES BRYCE’S 
reproach against the worst feature 
of American democracy has lost 
something of its point. Even Phila- 
delphia and Chicago would be “ very 
bad” by the newer standards, and 
not by comparison with other days. 

From the cities enumerated it is 
difficult to deduce the forces that 
make for bad or good government. 
It used to be said, and with apparent 
reason, that the dominance of a sin- 
gle political party made for munic- 
ipal misgovernment. “Very bad” 
Philadelphia would be an instance. 
But Chicago has swung from Repub- 
lican to Democrat and back again 
without ceasing to be “very bad.” 
On the other hand, New York City, 
once debatable territory, has in the 
last decade become emphatically 
Demotratic, without experiencing all 
the evils resulting from a party en- 
trenched in power. 

The answer would seem to be that 
the long battles for better govern- 
ment waged in New York since the 
close of the last century have had 
their lasting results. Reform admin- 
istrations might be ousted, but their 
work could not be entirely undone. 
The temporary reaction never quite 
sagged back to the earlier low levels. 
A tradition of better government 
was established to which the prac- 
tical politicians have had to bend. 
This betterment in New York has

Tortoise-shell 
glasses are so obvious a means of 
recognizing an American that the 
girls did not trouble to’ mention 
them. But ‘they did say that the 
American girls have better looking 
legs and feet than the English girls. 
That one detail is sufficiently illus- 
trative. An American in London, or 
seated at a Paris sidewalk café, 
recognizes the approach of his own 
women-folk by their feet. They may 
be countrywomen of his whom he 
has never seen before, but he knows 
them. He has long insisted that no 
foreign ankle compares in grace and 
symmetry with that of the Amer- 
ican woman. She has herself attrib- 
uted the apparent difference to the 
design of her shoes, of which she 
usually takes a plentiful supply to 
Europe. Now her belief and the 
patrio-romantic ideals of her natural 
protector are upheld by the English 
shop girls. Their perception was so 
acute that one imagines they must 
have profited by it to take home 
with them a supply of American 
slippers.

How badly the greatest of all 
libraries, reckoning by manuscript 
treasures, stands in need of being 
brought into order is attested by the 
fact that only the most general 
knowledge prevails concerning its 
very size.

000, and of the manuscripts from 
32,000 to 40,000. It is not impossible 
that in the process of overhauling 
and classification new riches may be 
discovered; though it: is. not. likely 
that anything will turn up to com- 
pare with the fourth century Codex 
Vaticanus of the Bible, the two Ver- 
gils of the fourth and fifth centuries, 
or the fourth century Republic of 
CICERO. 

Along with American cataloguing 
procedure it may be that something 
of American ideas of accessibility 
will be borrowed. In most of the 
great libraries of Europe the proc- 
ess of getting hold of a book would 
be regarded in this country as an 
ordeal. A European scholar who re- 
ceived his volume half an hour after 
he filed his application slip would be 
astonished to the point almost of dis- 
trust. There would be something 
unauthentic about a book or manu- 
script so easily got at. — 


WESTCHESTER’SKANGAROOS

One Who Knows Their Habits. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As a native of New South Wales, I 
have read with interest the stories 
which have been appearing in your 
paper recently about the kangaroos 
in Westchester County. 

By nature wild, the kangaroo when 
taken young can be easily domesti- 
cated. The buck frequently grows 
to a height of six feet and when 
standing often measures over seven 
feet. 


When a baby kangaroo is captured 
and raised at home it can be trained 
as easily as a dog. At meal times 
it will come hopping along on its 
hind legs, its little paws held out like 
a trained monkey begging for pen- 
nies. A domestic kangaroo will eat 
any kind of vegetable or fruit or 
herbage, and also cake and bread 
and butter. 

They hate dogs, and will always 
defend themselves against them by 
using their long paws. They have 
been known to claw a dog to death 
with one swing. They think nothing 
of striking a “‘foul blow.’’ It is true 
that kangaroos ‘‘sneer,’’ they can be 
heard sneering at long distances, but 
they only do this when they fear that 
they are being hunted. 

Kangaroos generally go in herds 
and always camp around swamps. 
If a mother kangaroo spies the bush- 
men and their dogs she will pick up 
her baby, put it into the pouch and 
plunge into the water up to the 
mouth of the pouch. There she will 
stand and defend herself and her 
young. When on land she can make 
use of her powerful tail to defend 
herself.

II—PREJUDICE OF TRIAL JUDGE. 


The committee says that it is their 
‘impression that the Judge tried to 
be scrupulously fair.’’ . 

‘Later they add: “From all that

The committee has considered 
Judge Thayer’s conduct only at the 
trial and has ignored his conduct on 
eight motions brought before him. 
At most of these new evidence was 
presented on which he had to pass 
virtually as a jury. 

III—CAPTAIN PROCTOR’S 
TESTIMONY. 

The committee says: ‘‘ * * * it 
must be assumed that the jury un- 
derstood the meaning of plain Eng- 
lish words; that if Captain Proctor 
was of opinion that the bullet: had 
been fired through Sacco’s pistol, he 
would have said so, instead of using 
language which meant that it might 
have been fired through that pistol.’’ 

Captain Proctor was the head of 
the Massachusetts State Police. 

His examination by Mr. Katzmann 
is as follows: 


Q.—Have you an opinion as to 
whether bullet No. 3 (Exhibit 18) 
was fired from the Colt automatic 
which is in evidence?, A.—I have. 

Q.—And what is your opinion? 
A.—My opinion is that it is consis- 
tent with being fired from that 
pistol. 

Q.—Is there anything different 
in the appearance of the other five 
bullets to which I have just re- 
ferred which would indicate to you 
that they were fired from more 
than one weapon? A.—There is 
not. 

Q.—Captain, did you understand 
my question when I asked you if 
you had an ‘opinion as to whether 
five bullets which you say were 
fired from an. automatic type of 
pistol were fired from the same 
gun? A.—I would not say posi- 
tively. 

Q.—Well, have you an opinion? 
A.—I have. 

Q.—Well, that is what I asked 
you before. I thought possibly you 
did not understand. What is your 
opinion as to the gun from which 
those four (error for five) were 
fired? A:—My opinion is all five 
were fired from the same pistol. 


The subtlety of this examination 
can be appreciated only in the light 
of the subsequent disclosure by Cap- 
tain Proctor in his affidavit, of how 
the word ‘‘consistent’”’ came to be 
used. Captain Proctor deposed as 
follows: ‘“‘ * * * although I re- 
peatedly talked over with Captain 
Van Amburgh (the other Common- 
wealth .expert) the scratch or 
scratches which he claims tended to 
identify this bullet as one that must 
have gone through Sacco’s pistol, 
his statements concerning the identi- 
fying marks seemed to me entirely 
unconvincing.

The 200 school buildings completed 
or in process of construction under 
the supervision of William H. Gom- 
pert, Chief Architect and head of the 
Bureau of Construction and Mainte- 
nance of the Board of Education 
since January, 1923, will be inspected 
beginning next week by the Commit- 
tee of Investigation appointed by 
Mayor Walker last May.

AND $300,000 CARGO 


Coast Guardsmen Board French 
Craft Off Ambrose Light and 
Arrest Sixteen in Crew. 





SHIP TRIED TO HIDE NAME 


Captors’. Suspicions Roused by 
Raised Wooden Letters on 
Stern of the Vessel. 


Their suspicions aroused by raised 
wooden letters on the stern of the 
vessel, subsequently found to have 
been placed there to conceal her real 
name, Boatswain James B. Galvin 
and the crew of the 75-foot Coast 
Guard cutter 168 seized the French 
steamship Zelda as a rum-runner 
late Thursday night, and ran her 
in to Quarantine early yesterday 
morning. Henry Ducos, master of 
the Zelda, and her crew of fifteen 


men were held. The Coast Guards- 
men seized 5,196 cases of liquor, es- 
timated value of which is $301,750 
at wholesale prices. 

The crew was arraigned before

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FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Irregularity in Stocks Continues 
—Trend of industrials Upward, 
of ‘Railways Downward. 


Notwithetanding the net advances 
scored by a number of usually active 
industrial shares, yesterday’s move- 
ment.of stocks might again be best 
described as a drifting market. Al- 
though numerous shares of that 
group rose 1 to 3 points, there were 
others which lost ground for the day, 
the advances were not well main- 
tained in many instances, and the 
-general trend of railway stocks was 
downward. But the market as a 
whole was meaningless and total 
transactions almost the smallest of 
the month. The bond market ceased 
20 move forward; it showed the ex- 
pected indication that activity was 
checked by the high level of prices. 

The money market naturally re- 
mained unchanged; there is nothing 
to raise the rate in the period be- 
tween now and early Autumn, and 
it seems hardly likely to go down. A 
2 per cent. rate did indeed prevail at 
this time in 1924, but that was a 
period both of prolonged inactivity 
in trade and of a very much lower 
stock market. Sterling exchange 
held yesterday at what seems to be 
its present ‘‘pegged _ price’ of 
$4.85%. It is now higher than at 
this date in either 1926 or 1925, and 
it is impossible that the market’s 
firmness can be caused by anything 
but the unusually wide margin be- 
tween New Yori: and London money 
rates, which is evidently drawing 
money steadily from this market. 

One equally interesting movement 
in the day’s foreign exchange market 
was another slight rise in the Ger- 
man mark, which brought the price 
squarely to the par of exchange, for 
the first time since last December. 
This is a manifest result of the re- 
sumed selling of securities abroad by 
Germany. While such operations 
were suspended Ictely, because of the 
not unreasonable dislike of the Ger- 
man authoritics at the endless heap- 
ing-up. of forcign obligations involv- 
ing heavy future payments abroad, 
mark exchange declined to the gold- 
export point and the Reichsbank lost 
$12,000,000 gold and $106,000,000 of its 
foreign exchange reserve between 
March and the present month. It is 
now importing gold again, but the 
trade-balance problem is simultane- 
ously moving to the front. In other 
markets, the continued rise of cotton 
was the incident of the day. The 
spot price almost reached 20% cents, 
which is nearly 60 per cent. above 
last December’s figure. 

The only suggestive commen: in 
the week-end mercantile reviews is 
the remark that, ‘‘because of the 
narrow margin of profit’’ in various 
lines of trade, ‘‘the action of com- 
modity prices has an added interest 
now, and is being closely watched.’’ 
In staple prices outside of agricul- 
tural commodities and products of 
such commodities, like cotton tex- 
tiles, there has been no turn for the 
better, and the full August record 
ig not likely to reverse the earlier 
movement of the year. There is un- 
doubtedly at present more doubt over 
the price situation and its conse- 
quences than has existed at any pre- 
vious time in the slow two-year de- 
cline of average prices. Such feeling 
of uncertainty as exists arises from 
belief that, at some point in an in- 
definitely continued lowering of 
prices, a point may be reached when 
it will be difficult to meet lower sell- 
ing values with progressive econo- 
mies in production. 

Up to a very recent date, that off- 
setting process has seemed to achieve 
complete success. The rising profits 
of large producing enterprises ap- 
peared to be proof of it; indeed, the 
fact that increased profits had rare- 
iy in the past coincided with steadily 
falling prices has called forth in the 
present instance a theory of volun- 
tary concession in prices for the sake 
of extending trade. But few people 
are disposed to regard such an atti- 
tude as probable toward an uninter- 
rupted reduction of the selling price, 
and the industrial markets of the 
next few months will be studied with 
particular interest in that regard. 





More Subpoenas in Stock Inquiry. 

Additional subpoenas were sent out 
yesterday by Special Deputy Attor- 
aey General Keyes Winter in his in- 
vestigation of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the recent collapse in the 
shares of the Manhattan Electrical 
Supply.Company on the New York 
Stock Exchange.

TO SPEED TRUST INQUIRY. 


Winter to Send Questionnaire to 
All Connected With Business. 


The investigation of the investment 
trust business of New York State 
which was begun a month ago by 
the State te Attorney General’s atfice 
will take on a more active phase 
uestionnaires 
which are to be mailed to every trust 
operating in the State by Deputy 
Attorney General Keyes Winter. 
Many millions of dollars of securi- 
ties of investment trusts have been 
sold to the public in the last few 
years, their form varying widely. 
The aim of the investigation is to 
establish a standard of practice in 
the conduct of the business. 

The questionnaire goes deeply into 
all factors concerned with the opera- 
tion of the trusts and the sales of 
securities to investors. There are 
twenty questions dealing with the 
compensation to trustees, contracts 
with security selling agencies, the 
spread hetween the cost of holdings 
to the trust and the price at which 
they are sold to the public, the char- 
acter of the securities held, balance 
sheets, income accounts and audit- 
ing practices. 

One of the most important features 
of the questionnaire is that which 
directs the investment trusts to list 
their security holdings. It was 
pointed out that it is a misdemeanor 
for investment trusts to refuse to 
give this information to the State. It 
is also a misdemeanor for any one 
connected with the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office to make such confiden- 
tial information public.

DISTRIBUTION PROGRESSING 


Dealers Disposing of Supplies and 
Looking for New Iissues—Prices 
Continue Firm.

Municipal borrowing scheduled for 
next week shows a further contrac- 
tion from the volume of the week 


just ending. A total of $8,601,244 of 
bonds will be offered for sale by 
eighty-three municipalities, as com- 
pared with $12,860,740 of new issues 
marketed in the current week by 
eee communities, and $30,- 
144, in the previous week. 

This shortening of the supply of 
bonds coming into the market is due, 
in part, to seasonal dullness in the 
municipal market and also to the 
—_ ef the issuing municipalities 
o avoid overloading the market at a 
time when dealers’ lists are being 
energetically cleared of old issues. 
Experience has taught borrowers 
that the quickest way to stifle a re- 
viving market is to anticipate the 
investment demand too far ahead 
and force dealers to carry large 
blocks of undistributed bonds for a 
longer period. 


- Principal Awards. 


The two largest issues scheduled 


for award next week are those of 
$1,640,000 State of Maryland general 
construction 4%s, due from 1930 to 
1942, on Monday, and $1,000,000 East 
Bay Municipal Utility District (Oak- 
land, Cal.) water bonds, due Jan. 1 
1935 to 1974, on Friday. The largest 
single issue to be sold in the near 
future is that of $5,000,000 State of 
Alabama highways 4%s, the offering 
being tentatively set for Sept. 15. 

The movement of municipal bonds 
from dealers to investors and insti- 
tutions was steady throughout this 
week, although unmarked by any 
major transactions. One feature of 
the market was the demand for New 
York City bonds, several members of 
the offering syndicate whose bonds 
have not been withdrawn from the 
market stating that sales were larger 
this week than in any week in the 
last six. A rumor that New York 
City was contemplating another of- 
fering of bonds and corporate stock 
in the near future was denied at the 
Controller’s office. 

Prices have held steady to firm 
-this week. anything, the price 
tendency has been upward rather 
than downward. So far as bids for 
new issues have been concerned, 
competition has been unusually keen 
and in several instances very small 
spreads existed between the high 
and law bids‘for a given issue. n 
this respect, at least, dealers are in 
accord regarding the outlook. Al- 
ready some lists are being thinned 
out, so that the problem of obtain- 
ing new bonds for September offer- 
ing is vital.

MARKET GROWING STEADILY 


Characteristic of These Issues Con- 
trary to That of Those on 
General List. 


The growth of the odd-lot market 
for municipal bonds has kept pace 
with the steady increase in sales of 
new issues of municipal securities.

In other words, a block or 
an issue of bonds offered at prices 
to yield 4.80 per cent. would, if split 
up into odd lots, fetch a lower price, 
making the yield to the investor 4.90 
per cent. or more.

As a usual thing odd lots of gen- 


eral bonds sell above the market. 
levels of large blocks, just the oppo- 
site of the situation in municipals.

ave serial maturities, and buyers of 
large blocks require that the maturi- 
ties be consecutive, or nearly so. 
Therefore, when once an issue is 
broken up in small pieces, larger 
buyers are not interested in buying 
up odds and ends where five bonds 
of a given issue might be due in two 

ears and a similar amount due in 
en or fifteen years. 

It is to remedy such a situation in 
rege securities that the dealer 
in odd lots has assumed such a place 
of prominence in the distribution of 
bonds. Lebenthal & Co. estimate 
that not one issue in ten that is 
brought out fails to receive some as- 
sistance from odd-lot dealers. 

Odd lots of munici bonds come 
from three sources. The first of these 
is the municipality itself. The mu- 
nicipality may, on occasions, offer 
less than $10,000 in bonds on some 
definite improvement, automatically 
creating an odd lot. In the second 
instance, small investors who pur- 
chase one or two bonds of an issue 
may decide to dispose of the bonds 
before maturity and have recourse 
to the odd-lot market. In the third 
case, the dealer originating the issue 
may be left with odd pieces, due 
either to the fact that institutions 
and other large buyers may govern 
the exact amount of their pur- 
chases by certain funds available 
which may not work out in round 
amounts, or to numerous sales to 
small investors which break into 
serial maturities. 


Small Investor’s Opportunity 


In some respects the odd-lot mar- 


ket in municipals affords the small 
investor a wider range for invest- 
ment than the general municipél 
market, due to the many issues of 
bonds represented in the daily offer- 
ings of the former. This, of course, 
does not apply to large —2* unless 
they are seeking bonds of a certain 
issue to add to bonds of that issue 
already held. 

From the investor’s point of view, 
it is often possible for the small buy- 
er to get much higher return in 
sped sagan. an odd lot than exists in 

rger amounts. On the other hand, 
institutions and other major pur- 
chasers of municipals who buy en- 
tirely on a ‘“‘money basis’’ are so 
insistent on lumping maturities that 
almost invariably the prices named 
by dealers on a new issue show a 
considerable range which is gov- 
erned entirely by the maturities. 

Something of an idea of the rapidi- 
ty with which odd lots accumulate 
with municipal underwriters may be 
gained from the statement made 
one large bond house that approxi- 
mately $200,000 of such bonds are 
now on hand. During the Spring 
market, when the volume of bonds 
dealt in was much er than now, 
it is said that odd-lot accumulations 
—— ran as high as $300,000 for 
a single house. 

From the standpoint of the dealer, 
therefore, the question of what per- 
centage of a given issue must be sold 
in small pieces has much to do with 
the pone to be paid to the issuing 
municipality, and, in a measure, 
sometimes determines the amount of 
profit to be derived, especially since 
profits accruing to dealers in munici- 
pal bonds are necessarily small.

Ranked Next to United States 
Government Securities 
as to Safety. 


FAVORED BY TAX EXEMPTION 


Population, Debt Ratio, Purpose of 
issue. Among Factors to 
Be Considered. 


trict bonds rank, as a class, next to 
United States Government obliga- 
tions in safety, and in addition have 
certain features in regard to taxa- 
tion which make them even more 
attractive to investors than Govern- 
ment issues. Just as the Govern- 
ment’s obligations are not taxable by 
a State or its political subdivisions, 
so in turn the national Government 
has no power to tax the obligations 
of a State or its subdivisions, a point 
which assumes major importance in 
view of the Federal income tax. 

State bonds, as differentiated from 
city, county and district obligations, 
are usually simply a promise to pay. 
These bonds are generally paid out 
of public taxes or other revenues of 
the State, including public proper- 
ties, and can be made a first lien on 
every piece of real estate and on 
every dollar of personal property 
within the State. 


Factors of Credit. 


Inasmuch as a State has sovereign 
power in debt matters, all factors 


which concern the credit of a State 
are of special importance. The prin- 
cipal factors in this regard include 
size of population, ratio of net debt 
to assessed valuation, purposes for 
which securities are issued, debt 
history of State, and constitutiona] 
provisions governing creation and 
payment of debt. However, the State 
debt, figured on a per capita basis, 
is —* e nei a 38 of $5, Sa 
against approximately per cap 
for cities of 30,000 population or 
more. 

County, city and district bonds are 
obligations for payment of which the 
full faith and credit of the munic- 
ipalities concerned are pledged. The 
legal status of these securities differs 
in several important respects from 
that of State obligations. Unlike 
States, counties, cities and districts 
can be proceeded against legally by 
any party without their own consent. 
In case of failure to pay interest or 
principal of obligations issued, bond- 
holders may bring suit to establish 
their claim and furthermore have the 
right to seize the property of any 
and all inhabitants in execution of 
court decree ordering payment of de- 
faulted securities. 

The following factors are set forth 
by bond dealers of repute as the 
principal ones to be considered in 
purchasing local public securities: 
ratio of net debt to assessed valua- 
tion, purpose for which securities are 
issued, record of good or bad faith, 
population, constitutional: provisions 
governing payment of debts and tax- 
ation, and general considerations af- 
fecting the prosperity of the com- 
munity. 


All State Bonds Legal Here. 


Usually the important items of the 
borrowing community’s debt, popu- 


lation and other factors are set forth 
in dealers’ cizculars. In some cases 
the stamp of legality given by the 
New York State Banking Depart- 
ment for investment by savings 
banks may be taken as a criterion. 
Incidentally, all bonds of any State 
—* included in the New York legal 
st. 

In some instances a city may get 
around the legal limitations set on 
its debt by creating park districts, 
sewer districts, school and water dis- 
tricts, in which case the local debt 
creating units tend to overlap. How- 
ever, New York, Boston, Baltimore 
and San Francisco are notable ex- 
amples of communities which have 
done all their borrowing through the 
municipality itself. On the question 
of net debt, it is the usual procedure 
to arrive at the figure by taking the 
total funded and floating debt and 
subtracting the self-carrying debt, 
such as water or light systems, and 
also subtracting the sinking funds 
applying to such debt as is not de- 
ducted. 

Another important factor in the 
choice of a city, county or district 
bond is that of relation between the 
maturity of the issue and the prob- 
able life of the improvement against 
which the bonds are isued. In other 
words, it is highly desirable that the 
bond mature within the life of the 
improvement. In some States an ar- 
bitrary limit is placed on maturities. 
As to payment of local bond issues, 
the serial method is usually employed 
in preference to sinking funds since 
the latter pave the way for misman- 
agement of funds and inconvenience 
to bondholders through failure of the 
latter to learn of bond calls until the 
next interest date.

| REFORM IN TAXATION 


ADVISED FOR ECONOMY 


National Conference Board Says 
Annaal Waste in Expenditures 
Amoants to $500,000,000. 


There are approximately 750,000 
separate local taxing and spending 
units in the United States, the ma- 

rity of which are able to create 

nded indebtedness or anticipate 
tax levies of future years, acco g 
to a survey just completed by the 
National Industrial Conference. 
Spending units, such as bureaus or 
department of States, cities, coun- 
ties or other municipal corporations, 
—— live entirely on _ specific 
udgetary appropriations and conse- 
quently are without power to tax or 
rrow. 

It is estimated that the total net 
bonded debt of the States and their 
political subdivisions is slightly less 
than $12,000,000,000, but wit e an- 
nual increase running close to 
$1,000,000,000. The Board, however, 
asserts that $500,000,000 is wasted an- 
nually by local Government spenders, 
and suggests that the situation be 
remedied by making the details of 
tax levying and borrowing, as well 
as spending, subject to supervision 
and control by central bodies such as 
the county boards in Oregon, Okla- 
homa and Ohio, or by State Com- 
missions such as exist in Indiana, 
Massachusetts and New Mexico. 

The imposition of tax limits on a 
munici corporation does not nec- 
essarily prevent heavier borrowi 
than would otherwise be the case, i 
is pointed out. Where a municipality 
must keep its debt ratio within the 
7 per cent. limit of assessed valua- 
tion in order that the obligations 
may be legal for investment by sav- 
ings banks in New York State, a 
certain measure of restriction is nec- 
essarily placed on further borrow- 
ing, but the real remedy lies in cen- 
tral control. 

On this subject, Professor Wylie 
Kilpatrick of the University of Vir- 

inia, in a phiet issued the 

unicipal Administration Service of 
New York, reviews local budget mak- 
ing and borrowing in Indiana and 
Iowa. This pamphlet is to be fol- 
lowed by a book covering the situa- 
tion as it exists in each of the forty- 
eight States.

Meeting Association, Fook ge own- 
ers have complained t —* have 
found it dif It to finance their 
property in Ocean Grove. The State 

epartment of Banking and Insur- 
ance has forbidden building and loan 
associations to write first mortgages 


on Ocean Grove property because of 
the lien conditions. 


Says Moore Promised Help. 


Ars. Kunst said that the commit- 
tee of her organization told the Gov- 
ernor that property owners in Ocean 


Grove were living under a system of 
taxation without representation, 
that the Camp Meeting Association 
had ignored all complaints put be- 
fore it by the Citizens of Ocean 
Grove, Inc. The Governor, Mrs. 
Kunst declared, expressed interest in 
the situation and said that he would 
assist in finding a solution. 

Mrs. Kunst also made public a let- 
ter which she sent today to John E. 
Andrus of Yonkers, N. Y., ‘‘million- 
aire straphanger’’ and for more than 
thirty years rer of the Camp 
Meeting Association. Mrs. Kunst re- 
newed a request made several weeks 
ago that Mr. Andrus and other well- 
to-do members of the Camp Meeting 
Association organize a mortgage 
company for Ocean Grove. 

Mrs. Kunst asked Mr. Andrus if 
he had said that after his $750,000 
loan to the Ocean Grove Camp Meet- 
ing Association had been repaid he 
would have not further interest in 
the camp meeting resort and would 
not come here again. 

The letter to Mr. Andrus reads in 
part as follows: _ 

‘‘We have been silent for years un- 
der an oppressive system of worn- 
out fifty-year-old laws, retarding our 
progress prosperity, and this is 
only the begiaming of our fight for 
relief from the continuous strug 
under which we have labored 
many years. The sl in Senan 
Grove used to be ‘If you don’t like 
it, get out.” Now e slogan is 
changed to ‘You can’t get out.’ You 
can’t sell your property because you 
can’t get a mortgage on property 
when you sell.

Amendment of Mayor Walker's | 
housing bill by the substitution of | 
the Sinking Fund Commission for | 
the Bogrd of Estimate as the city | 
agency for acquiring land to * 
leased for housing projects, was, 
urged yesterday by Edward P. Doyle, | 
manager of the Real Estate Board | 
of. New York, in a letter to Acting | 
Mayor McKee. .Action by the Board | 
of Aldermen on the bill has been | 


postponed until Monday at the re-|! 


quest of Judge McKee to determine 
whether the bill should be amended. 

Mr. Doyle also suggested that the | 
bill should contain a provision that, 
land leased or sold under it, should | 
be used only for tenements in ac-| 
cordance with the provisions of the | 
State Housing act. ‘‘There is no} 
need for the law at all,’’ he said, | 
*‘but to pass it in its present shape | 
might lead to very serious consc-| 
guences.’’ 

In his letter Mr. Doyle said: | 

‘“‘The present method of selling and |

leasing city real estate through the 


Sinking Fund Commission has ap- | 
parently been entirely. satisfactory. | 
The commission has always before | 
it a report of the Controller giving 
the result of a careful study of the 
property by the Bureau of Real Es- 
tate in the Finance Department. 
This department, which is well or- 
ganized, with thoroughly competent 
appraisers, furnishes all the infor- 
mation necessary to enable the com- 
mission to arrive at a proper con- 
clusion. 

“The property is then sold or 
leased under all the safeguards pro- 
vided by the Charter under Article l, 
Title 4, Chapter 17. The local law 
now under consideration substitutes 
the Board of Estimate for the Sink- 
ing Fund Commission and makes no 

rovision for appraisal or for public 
etting, either by sealed bids or by | 
auction. In fact, the Board of Esti- | 
mate has no machinery for a proper | 
appraisal and no bureau of real es- 
tate to furnish the board with a cor- 
rect estimate of the value of the: 
property available for lease or sale. 

‘“It would be absurd extravagance | 
to create in the Board of Estimate 
an additional bureau duplicating the 
one in the Controller’s office, at a 
cost of perhaps $100,000 a year. Why 
not amend the proposed law so as to

SHOWS 67,060 LOSS 


Number of Suspensions Is the| 
Largest in Years, Report by 
Stated Clerk Shows. 


PER CAPITA GIFTS LARGER 


1,927,268 Members Gave $62;729,- 
907, or an Average of $33.26— 
Clergymen Decreased by 29. 





The Presbyterian Church in the 
United States placed: the names of 
67,060 members on the suspended 
roll last year. This is the largest 
number in years, according to the 
annual statistical report of the de- 
nomination by the Rev. Dr. Lewis 
Seymour Mudge .of . Philadelphia, 
stated clerk of the Géneral Assembly, 
made public yesterday.. Members are 
suspended. when they disappear and 
no trace of them has been found for 
several years. 

Despite this rise in suspensions, the 
per capita giving of the 1,927,268 
members rose. During the past year 
they gave an average of $33.26 each. 
a gain of 69 cents over the previous 
year. The sum of $62,728,907 was 
contributed by the churches for all 
causes during the Church fiscal year. 
‘This was $1,596,185 more than during 


the preceding year and shows steady 
progress since 1922. 

The number of communicant mem- 
bers, 1,927;286, is the largest offivial 
Presbyterian census ever enrolled. 
The net increase for last year, how- 
ever, was only 18,157, the smallest 
annual gain in years, and an aver- 
age of less than two for each of the 
9,961 ministers in the 9,497 churches.

64,713 new members on certificates 
from other denominations, while 
11,028 were restored to membership. 

The number of infants baptized 
was $1,017, a decrease of 1,724. 
Adults ba tized numbered 31, 017, a 
drop of 4,543. 

e number of candidates for the 
ministry rose to 1,294, a gain of 80 
over the year before. Bu only 194 
candidates were licensed to preach, 
or 33 fewer than the year before. 
Candidates ordained to the ministry 
totaled 168, or 67 fewer than the year 
before. 

The denomination now has 48,916 
elders, a gain of 500, and 20,908 dea- 
cons, a gain of 410. The number of 
churches decreased by . There 
were 105 churches dissolved and 64 
new ones organized. 

Of the thirt rty-eight churches hav- 
ing a membership of more than 2,000, 
two are in Manhattan and one is in 
Brooklyn. They are the West End 
Church, Amsterdam Avenue and 
105th Street, which has 2,535 mem- 
bers; the Madison Avenue Church, 
with 2,474 members, and the La- 
fayette Avenue Church, at South Ox- 
ford Street, Brooklyn, which has 


2,451.

EXPANSION PROGRAM 
OUTLINED BY ARMY 


Revision of Mobilization Plan Will 
Increase Reserve Officers and 
Acdjust Promotions. 








Special to The New. York Times. 

WASHINGTON,: Aug. 19.—A pro- 
gram for increasing the number of 
army reserve officers irstead of 
their. reduction was outlined by the 
War Department today in a state- 
ment issued to deny published re- 
ports that secret plans had been 
drawn to reduce the number of re- 
serve officers by /25,000 to 30,000 and 
to abandon the six field army pro- 
gram for employment: in case of war 
through the use of .2,000, 000 men and 
200,000 officers. .. 

The statement, which was in line 
with informal denials yesterday of 
the report, said: 

“The six field army program never 
has been abandoned by. the War De- 
partment. 

*‘All war plans, including the mobi- 
lization plan, ‘must be revised and ad- 
justed from time to time to meet 
changes of conditions and the results 
of experience. 

“For such a purpose the mobiliza- 
tion plan is to be revised in the near 
future. The readjustment will not 
occasion any reduction in the num- 
ber of reserve officers, nor will they 
be subjected to any injustice. 

“On the contrary, there recently 
were adopted policies which should 
effect an increase in the number of 
reserve officers. Furthermore the 
regulations in conformity with these 
new policies are intended to provide 
a more healthy flow of promotion 
than formerly was possible.” 

Plans for revising the mobilization 
plan in’ the future were said to in- 
volve no departures in basic policy 
and would be based upon an inven- 
tory of property, in the realization 
that the army structure must be co- 
ordinated to the available material 
to be efficient. 

The policies recently adopted for 
the increase in the number of re- 
serve officers and a revision of the 
promotion system set up two classi- 
fications in the reserves, one of of- 
ficers who can take training, and 
therefore can be listed for promo- 
tions in periods in the classes that 


are prepared for active service; the 
other those who cannot give the nec- 
essary time to training, and there- 
fore will be considered more or less 
in inactive status.

WOULD KEEP OGHAM STONES 


Kerrymen Resent Removal of Relics 
to British Museums, 


VALENTIA, Irish Free State, Aug. 
19 (”).—Kerrymen are up in arms be- 
cause the most ancient of ' ‘their 
monuments, the Ogham Stones, are 


being removed one by one to British 
museums. They likewise protest be- 


cause the few remaining historic 
stones are being used in Ireland as 
gate posts and hearth stones. 

Ogham was a manner of writing on 
stone and wood used by the ancient 
Irish. It is somewhat like some of 
the modern shorthand rs, 
ae of — * or slanting 
lines — e consonants, 
and short straight lines to represent 
the vowels. About 150 kinds of 
Ogham writing have been used. 

The O Stones are usually 
tombstones giving the name of the 
chieftain or cle buried be- 
neath. use of frequent clan con- 
flicts the names of clans often are 
defaced. Some Ogham Stones are 
not inscribed, and were merely land- 
marks to show the boundaries of 
clan lands or to record battles, such 
as the Gates of Glory Pillars near 
Ventry.
